the bottom of things: When we conſider all this; 
it cannot be queſtioned but that the following col- 
lection will throw innumerable lights upon the cir- 
cumſtances of characters and things, where the hiſ- 
torian is often defective, or wholly ſilent from the 
want of materials, perhaps loſt, or buried in ne- 
glected repoſitories. 

What may not the ſtateſman, the civilian, the 
lawyer, the hiſtorian, the antiquary, and the man 
engaged in public buſineſs, expect to find in the in- 
ner-moſt part of ſuch a one's ſtudy? Doubtleſs 
every thing that can recompenſe the moſt laudable 
curioſity. And ſo true it is, with reſpect to this 
collection, that, whatever may be the expectations 
of ſuch, I dare, with a modeſt confidence, aſſert, 


they cannot reaſonably excced, what they will really 


find. 


One thing worthy of obſervation, is, that Dr. 
Julius Cæſar (afterwards Sir Julius Cæſar) married 
to his firſt wife Dorcas Martyn, daughter of Sir 
Richard Martyn, maſter of the Mint in the reigns 
of Q. Elizabeth and K. James : From whence we 
may conclude, that che great number of ineſtim- 
able papers relating to the Mint, which are to be 
found in this collection, and, perhaps, no where 
elſe; is owing, in a great meaſure, to that union. 

In a word; the whole of this collection may be 
truly ſaid to conſiſt of originals, and the beſt au- 
thenticated copies ; there being ſcarcely any papers, 
of what little importance ſoever, but what are en- 
dorſed by Sir Julius Cæſar's own hand; whoſe 
teſtimony, it is preſumed, will go as far (in cabinets 


at leaſt) as the pens of the moſt accurate clerks 
and regiſters.
